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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: None of the reference numerals mentioned on page 13 of the specification 
are found in the figure, for example 3,9 and 29. Inlet 1 is not found in the figure. Table 
2 is meaningless because none of the streams listed in the table are shown in the 
drawing. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet 
submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as 
either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the 
changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of 
any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1 and 4 are objected to because of the following informalities: In line 15 
of both the claims, --heat- should appear before "transfer zone". Appropriate correction 
is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-7 are allowed. 
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The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: While all the parts of applicants' claimed invention can be found in the prior art, 
to derive applicant's claimed invention would require the combination of two references, 
which would then need to be further modified with no motivation to do so, other than 
applicant's disclosure. For example 3,729,945 shows a system which uses column 
overhead as refrigerant in the system and liquid from the column as product. 6,564,578 
shows a system which recycles vapor back to the feed, rather than merely discarding or 
flaring the vapor. But even if these references were combined, the feed to the column 
57 is vapor, which to change to liquid would render the '945 patent unable to function 
and the heat transfer zones with compression found in lines 14-17 of claim 1 are still not 
accounted for. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Knapp, Engel, Foglietta, Thamas et al and Fischer-Calderon are 
discussed in the specification. Housmand et al, Capron, Kimble et al and Low et al 
show integrated separation and liquefaction systems.
